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1. The communication filed on 7/27/99 is non-responsive to the 
prior Office action because it added new claims 69 and 70 without 
pointing out specific distinctions believed to render the new 
claims patentable over the references cited (37 CFR 1.119 and 
1.11(c)). Since the response appears to be bona fide, but 
through an apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a 
complete response, applicant is required to complete the response 
within a TIME LIMIT of ONE MONTH from the date of this letter or 
within the time remaining in the response period of the last 
Office action, whichever is longer.
